The Castillo /almas’ s organization is beiing done with great ball5‘h> 
and boastful j>ropaganda, with six newspapers and several broadcasting 
stations* A fatal tactical error was committed by losing the iiLfiMijriT 
of SUPiilSjQ , wuich is always invaluable as It balances the small forc^ 
of a rebellion with the su^riox ones of tue government. An uprising 
Within the Army barracks of Guatemala was attempted, but failed becau,- 
it became known tiiiat the money offered came from the united JTruit Com- 
panyj and Coi* Castillo Armas’s agents went to prison having been tri« 
for Ceditlon and liebellion, 

I^otwithstanaing this valuable aid in money, military advisers and 
war material, in about;t three years no px’aticai result has been 
achieved. (In less t-ian this time the invasions of P>iorth Africa, Jt&. 
and Prance were planned, equipped and launched). On the contrary, 
tiiey have made Guate iaiari Communist Governraent alert, who has sought 
and obtained armament and military equixxnent from behind the Iron 
Curtain aac nas on its side an important element of success; 
”v.perationai Iniciative”. The coramuraist Governraent of Guatemala, 
Si-urec by t^.e invislcn menace, has taken the Iniciative both in 
political as in liiiitnry actions; The;> obtained a friendly^ governmeiv
